Boston.—Using radium as a measure, 
Professor Alfred C. Lane, professor of 
, geology at Tufts college, has calculat- 
j ed that the approximate age of the 
earth’s crust is 1,600,000.000 y ears. The 
| experiments he is conducting are based 
j on the disintegration of radium into 
lead. 
The chemical decomposition is 
translated by mathematics into terms 
of y ears. 
Professor Lane’s estimate is based 
! on the age of the oldest radio-active 
rock he has found. 
He concedes that 
buried in the strata of the earth may 
be other rock s millions of y ears older 
than any he has analy zed. The oldest 
rock he has examined was obtained In 
the Katanga, Belgian Congo, where the 
great radium deposits were found re- 
i cently . 
These rock s were 1,600,000,00C 
y ears old, 
“The rate of transformation,” Pro­ 
fessor Lane pointed out, “is independ­ 
ent of the amount of material, tem­ 
perature, pressure 
o r any other ex­ 
ternal condition to which we can sub­ 
ject the radio-active substance. 
“Thus, in radium we find that if half 
of the material present is transformed 
Into lead in a given time, half the re­ 
maining quantity will be transformed 
in a subsequent period of equal dura­ 
tion, and half that amount still left 
will undergo change 
In an equal third 
period. 
"It 
Is this ‘half-value period’ of 
radium which enables us to calculate 
time. 
For example, we have found 
that it tak es 1,700 y ears for a given 
quantity of radium to become half 
lead. 
"Scientists found there are 2,700 | 
million millions of atoms to a gram j 
of radium, and that atoms explode at 
the rate of 35,700 a second, and by a 
process of division were able to cal­ 
culate the rate of decomposition. 
“Hence, by tak ing prehistoric rock s 
and determining the proportion of lead 
to the radium scientists can rnathe- , is y oung y et 
matically ascertain the age of rock s, 
assuming, o f co urse, that prev io usly 
o o ly radium had ex isted befo re.”

Lice are a common source of trouble 
with young stock and unless kept un­ 
der control seriously hinder growth. 
Calves infested with lice do not thrive. 
To get rid of lice, the 
q u a rte rs must 
first be thoroughly cleaned and thor­ 
oughly disinfected, every crack and 
corner, with a 5 per cent solu tion of 
coal-tar dip. 
The calves themselves 
may then be treated by one of the fol­ 
lowing methods, all of which have 
been used successfully by competent 
herdsmen : 
“ One of the cheapest and most suc­ 
cessful methods of combating lice is to 
brush raw linseed oil over the infected 
parts of the calf every few days,” — 
Storrs Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion Bulletin 9« . 
“ Washing the calf thoroughly with 
a 2 to 5 per cent coal tar disinfectant, 
such as zenoleum or creolin, is effec­ 
tive. 
The washing should be repeated 
in a week to kill any lice that hatch 
in the interval. 
If washing is done 
in cold weather* the calves must be 
rubbed 
with 
dry 
cloths 
and 
kept 
blanketed until dry.” —Illinois Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station Circular 202. 
“ A good remedy for lice on calves 
may be made by steeping for four 
hours four ounces of larkspur (del­ 
phinium) in a gallon of boiling water, 
then straining anil applying the liquid 
to the affected parts. In winter, if the 
calves are badly infested with lice and 
it is too cold to wash them, pyrethrum 
powder may be used to good advan­ 
tage. 
As a rule, however, lice pow­ 
ders are not as effective as thoroughly 
washing or dipping the calves with 
some disinfectant.” —Wisconsin Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Station Circular 
50. 
When calves become Infested with 
lice, thorough washing of the entire 
body with a coal tar disinfectant, such 
a 2 or 3 per cent solution of zo- 
boleum, creolin or lysol, is recommend­ 
ed. In the absence of any of these, a 
mixture of lard, oft* pound, and kero­ 
sene, one-half pint, should be smeared 
on the body. 
It is well to repeat the 
bath in a week or ten days to kill lice 
which hatch in the meantime. 
In cold 
weather care must be taken to dry the 
calves quickly and thoroughly after 
washing, 
to 
prevent 
chilling.” —Ne 
hraska State Dairymen's Association.

The land should be p lo w e d as early 
as possible in the spring, but before 
plowing, a heavy dressing of well- 
rotted stable manure should be ap­ 
plied.

Fear that earthq uakes may result 
from the accumulation of spots on the 
sun is without scientific b asis, accord­ 
ing to \V. F. Meyer, associate profes­ 
sor of astrophysics at the University 
of California, says an Associated Press 
dispatch from Berkeley. Caiif. 
The sun spots, which 
have b een 
causing much speculation lately, are 
under continual ob servation at the uni­ 
versity and at other ob servatories. 
Professor Meyer said: 
“Although 
these spots are constantly coming to­ 
gether and b reaking up to form new 
ones, the total area is not increasing 
to any appreciab le amount. 
As far as 
we know, they have nothing to do 
with cyclones on the earth or with our 
weather conditions in any respect. The 
only noticeab le effect is on the auroral 
displays at the pole and In causing 
slight interference with telegraphy.”
